Referring to yours of the 9th inst. 


The “redundancy” of nickels and pennies at the N.Y. Sub Treasury could be avoided by a 
return to the plan in vogue previous to the administration of President Cleveland. 


The mixture of the old and new coinage of five cent pieces is a very great nuisance, as 
they can neither be stacked nor rolled. Formerly the Mint sorted the redeemed nickels and 
repolished them and we never had any difficulty in obtaining a supply of bright coin. 


I understand that the “Director of the Mint” controls such matters and I hope when a new 
one is appointed we shall have a change.
